LOCAL TALENT. 


At a meeting of the library board 
last evening, all members being pres­ 
ent, .Miss Louise Bailey, the only looal 
applicant for the position, was unani­ 
mously selected for librarian of the 
Benton Harbor public library. 
Miss 
Bailey, who, by the way, is the daugh­ 
ter of Samuel A. Bailey, will spend 
several weeks in the Michigan City 
library, preparing herself. 
Upon her 
return she will assist in the prepara­ 
tion of a catalogue of the book«.._ 


The library will open «July 15, witfi 
3,000 books. Of these 750 were donated 
by private 
parties. The remaind/gf^ 
were purchaaad4>»^e eommitteer A 
Tfstofthe Dooics desired were sent to 
six large publishing houses, with the 
request that itemized price lists be 
mailed the committee. 
Each list con­ 
sisted of 35 closely typewritten pages. 
The committee passed days wading 
throui'h the long lists and selecting 
each book from the publisher whose 
price on the volume was thè lowest. 
Of the $1,400 raised this year by special 
library tax Äl.OOO was expended on 
books. 


The committee 
avoided expensive 
sets of the classics. Ttie books pur­ 
chased are for popular reading, beiug 
divided about equally between history 
and fiction. 
Special 
attention was 
paid to the “ books of the day.” Three 
copies of “ David Harum” were pur­ 
chased and other popular books in like 
proportion. 


A great many 
volumes of bound 
mairazines will be found on the shelves 
when the Institution opens. Old copies 
of H arper’s, Scribner’s, Atlantic and 
other famous American journals have 
been donated and it is thought that the 
library will contain copies of every 
number of these publications from the 
first issue. 


The running expenses of the library 
the first year will amount to $500. 


The librarian will draw* an annual 
salary of $250. As ihe official grows in 
experience this amount will be cor- 
respondlncrly increased.

DOES NOT WANT TO BE THË NOMIIEE. 


AbIui HU Friend« to Renpect Hia 
WiHhe« Refrnrdlnv the Vice Pres* 
Idency—Prefers to Continue as 
Governor of New York. 


Philadelphia, June 19.—Gov. Thee-j 
dore Roosevelt has made as specific a 
refusal of the nomination for 
vice 
president a s . he could possibly make 
in view of the fact that the nominat­ 
ing convention has not met and that 
few 
of the delegations 
caucused. 
Standing in a small I'oom facing a 
crowd' of newspaper men Monday aft­ 
ernoon he mad<e the following state­ 
ment, reading it from a couple of 
sheets of nianuscript: 


"In view of the revival of the talk of 
myself as a vice presidential candidate, 
I have this to say: 
It is Impossible too 
deeply to express how toughed I am by 
the attitude of those delegates who have 
Wished 
me 
to take this nomination. 


THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 
Moreover, it is not necessary to say how 
thoroughly I understand the high honor 
and dignity of the dfllce, an ofRce so 
high and so honorable that it is well 
worthy the ambiticn of any man in the 
United States. But while I appreciate all 
this to the full, nevertheless 1 feel most 
deepiy that the field of my best usefulness 
to the public and to the party is in New 
York state, and If the party should see 
fit to renominate me for governor I can 
In that position help the national ticket 
as in no other way. I very earnestlv ask 
that every friend of mine in the conven­ 
tion respect my wish and my Judgment 
in this matter." 


A Draaiatl« Scene. 


The document was in his own hand^ 
w riting and in lead pencil copy, and 
he read it with the same complacence 
th a t he would have given a platform 
speech. 
The scene bordered on the 
dramatic. 
Sitting near him as 
he 
spoke were Congressmen Littauer and 
Sherman, of New York, 
and 
Prof. 
Jenks, of Columbia college, who have 
all along urged the governor not to 
accept. Ju st behind the row of news­ 
paper men stood Frank P latt, Lemuel 
Quigg and B. B. Odell, of the 
New 
York organiation. 
As the governor 
read' and' waited for the nevv.spaper 
men to write down the statem ent he 
frequently glanced in the direction of 
the group of politicians. When he fin­ 
ished he said: 
“Gentlemen, th at is 
all. I have ncthing more to say.” 
ilow It Was Received. 


The statem ent acted as a cold-w’ater 
douche on those members of the New 
York delegation who had planned to 
nominate some other candidate 
for 
governor than Mr. Roosevelt. 
How­ 
ever, the statem ent was received by 
many of the delegations as a mere re­ 
iteration of Roosevelt’s original dec­ 
laration of lack of desire for the nom­ 
ination. 
Several ‘delegates expres.sed 
the opinion that the situation would 
not change, and that if 
Roosevelt's 
name was presented to tiie convention 
he would be nominated and would not 
dare to refuse. 
It is pointed out as 
significant that uov. Roosevelt 
will 
not assert th at he will decline the of­ 
flce if nominated. He hopes, however, 
with the aid of Senator Hanna to de­ 
feat the plan to nominate him. 


A Dny of Conferences. 


It was a day of conferences on the 
vice presidential situation. Beginning 
W’ith a gathering In the room of Gov. 
Roosevelt, attended by Senator Han­ 
na, Senator Lodge and Mr. Odell, of 
New York, it was continued in the 
rooms of Senator Hanna later, when 
nearly all the leaders in the city were 
from time to time in conference with 
the chairman of the national commit­ 
tee. 
There were Senators Allison, 
Scott, Elkins, Carter, Lodge, Burrows, 
Shoup, also Mr. Bliss, besides many 
representatives of the New’ York lead­ 
ers, both Gov. Roosevelt and Senator 
Platt being repi'esented. 
When the 
Inst man had 
disappeared 
Senator 
Hi#nna looked weary but satisfied. He 
was ready to ^aunoimce that 
Gov. 
Roosevelt would not be nominated, that 
the men who were going to make the 
nomination would accept the declara­ 
tion of Roosevelt, made during the 
day, and supplemental of more em­ 
phatic declarations made some time 
ago, as final, and w'ould not force the 
nomination upon him. 


Wbo Will It Be? 


There were many real friends 
oi 
Roosevelt who accepted his declaration 
ns absolutely voieing his 
wish. 
It 
changed the current of talk, and men 
who were confident 24 hours ago that 
Roosevelt's nomination was a foregone 
conclusion began asking: 
“Well, whc 
will it be?” 


The answer was generally John D. 
Long, of Massachusetts, secretary oi 
the na?y. At once delegates began to 
reason that Long must be perfectly 
satisfactory to the administration, ol 
which be is a part, or he would not bt 
a candidate for the place. This ides 
received eneourageintot in quartern 
which made the Matiachusetts maii 
a prime favorite. Of course, there w^e 
tafk of othf? men. liie fritnds of 
Urn rtAowed'thflr efforts for 
lU 


willing, candidate wks not; advisable, 
Wnd therefore t^e men most talked,of 
were Long and Dolliver, but with the 
general impression th at Long would 
be the ultimate selection. 


And so the stampede for Roosevelt 
was checked and turned, ^and 
that 
which seemed so certain Sunday nig'ht 
seems now well-nigh impossible. Roose­ 
velt himself, his close personal friends 
working among delegates and assuring 
them that the nomination was not de­ 
sired by him, Senator Hanna and his 
lieutenants, all working together, are 
responsible for this result. It w’as a 
day of hard work, of earnest endeavor, 
and the men most interested believe 
that the Roosevelt boom has finally 
been laid to rest. 


NO ARMISTICE. 


Roberts and Botba Fall to Affree 
and Hostilities Hav^e Been 
Renewed. 


Londioa, June 19.—Lord Roberts, ac­ 
cording to a Boer dispatch from Mach- 
adodorp, sent a'message to Command­ 
ant Gen. Louis Botha on June 13, sug­ 
gesting disarmnment and compliment­ 
ing tl^e bravery of the burgihers.

The 
Boers are destroying the bridges and 
burning the veldt behind them, carry­ 
ing ofi^ provisions and cattle and leav­ 
ing the country barren. 


Other advices from Machadodorp say 
th at the Boers have an abundapcc of 
arms and ammunition, with dynamite 
and oxen, and that they are prepar­ 
ing heavy wagon trains for a retreat to 
the Lydenburg district, 
where ' the 
chiefs, notwithstandiing rumors to the 
contrary, are determined to make a 
stand.

REPORT COMES FROM ELKHART. 


New Dams on the St. Joseoh Will 
Drive All the Plants In 
Elkhart. 


The Elkhart Independent says: A 
new era in the electrical and industrial 
life of Elkhart, and other northern 
Indiana and southern Michigan towns, 
will be inaugurated July 2, when the 
ow nership of the Home electric light 
«nd power company of that city, will 
pass into the hands of a great and 
wealthy corporation, preparing to in­ 
vest millions in several dams to be 
thrown across the St. Joseph river at 
different points, and to conduct electric 
light and power plants in an entirely 
new way. A great corporation has been 
formi % ith abundance of CApital to 
purch i0 and operate electric light 
plants at Elkhart, Goshen, South Bend, 
Mishawaka, Niles, Benton Harbor, St. 
Joseph and other cities in that vicinity. 


The eastern gentlemen most largely 
interested are: 
P. F. Thompson, C. H. 
Tenney and H. L. Crawford, of the 
banking firm of Thompson, Tenney & 
Crawford, New York; H. Hobart Por­ 
ter, jr., and Francis Blossom, of New 
York; and M. E. Beiger and John San­ 
ders, of Mishawaka. 
It is proposed to 
spend $950,000 in construction of dams 
between Elkhart and South Bend. The 
power thus acquired will be utilized in 
running great electric plants, the lat­ 
te r to furnish power for factories in 
Elkhart, Mishawaka and South Bend 
a t a cost below that of steam. 
It is in­ 
tended to compete with the f;as belt in 
cheap power. 
A 
dam at 
Berrien 
Springs is now being constructed. 
A 
great power house will be ere<^ted at 
South Bend and Berrien 
Springs. 
South Bend and Elkhart will be joined 
in one large electrical unit. The other 
towns will be added from time to lime. 


W ithout delay It in intended to de­ 
liver at Elkhart sufiicient power to run 
all the manufacturing establishments, 
as well as supply all the residences of 
the city, with not only light, but with 
electricity for beating and cooicing 
It 
is contended by the promoters that 
electric heat is uniform and that there 
is absolutely no fumes from the cooking. 
It is also intended to deliver this elec­ 
trical power to the factories. 


Another peculiar feature, and one 
which means much to Elkhart people, 
is that the new company stands ready 
to cO’Operate with the citizens in the 
cities where power is furnished and 
take stock and otTer inducements to 
manufacturers who are arranging to 
come west and it is the purpose of 
these capitalists to get these industries 
located in this section by dnancial in­ 


ducements and the offer of 
cheap 
power. Niles and Berrien Springs will 
probably be connected with Elkhart 
and Goshen, Mishawaka and South 
Bend by a branch of the Indiana, rail­ 
way company, which now runs between 
Goshen and South Bend. This line Is 
one of the most profitable electric rail­ 
ways in the country.

Violet grow ers in this vicinity are dis­ 
turbed over the appearance in consid­ 
erable num bers of a gall ily w hich a t­ 
tack s th e frag ran t violet and destroys 
th e plant if its ravages are not quickly 
checked, says th e New’ York Sun. E u­ 
ropean florists have fo r m any yeara 
had a war on th eir hands ag aiu st vio­ 
let peats, but it is only w ithin th ree 
yeara or ao th a t the A m erican grow er 
has been trouble in th is w ay. The 
A m erican violet destroyer ia of 
the 
sam e fam ily as th e E uropean, b u t of a 
different genus. 
I t w orks in th e same 
way, secreting itself in the cro ^’n of 
th e plant. 
W hen the leaves come up 
they are slightly curled and half a 
dozen or m ore of the larvae are found 
In each leaf. They seldom appear on 
th e side crow ns, and these may be 
used for plants, but th e ir flowers w ill 
n ot be as large as those from the cen­ 
te r crow n. 
The in.sect ha» been re­ 
cently classified by the entom ological 
bureau at W ashington as Diplosis vio- 
licola. 
It Is about six-one-hundredtlis 
of an inch in length, 
liecause of th e 
difficulty of destroying it w ithout in- 
juTj' to th e plant it is one of th e wor.st 
of the flower pests. The best rem edy 
is to pick oflf th e leaves infected, a l­ 
though th e larvae are also susceptible 
to the hydrocyanic gas treatm en t.
